"My fellow cov :itrymen:

The skies 
no longer rain death—the seas 
bear only commerce—men every- 
where walk upright in the sun- 
light. The entire world is quietly 
at peace. 
The holy mission has 


been completed and in reporting 
this to you, the people, I speak 
for the thousands of silent lips, 
forever stilled among the jungles 
and the beaches and in the deep 
waters of the Pacific which mark- 
ed the way. 
I speak for the un- 


named brave millions homeward 
bound to take "up the 
challenge 


ot that future which they did so 
much to salvage from the brink 
of disaster. 


"As I look back on the long, 


tortuous trail from 
those grim 


days of Bataan and Corregidor, 
when an entire world lived in 
fear; when democracy was on the 
defensive everywhere, when mod- 
ern civilization trembled in the 
balance, I thank a merciful God 
that he has given us the faith, 
the courage and the power from 
which to moul& victory.
